COLLABORATION 


Referring to Admiral Darlan’s policy 
of collaboration, Mr. Hull said :— 

““I$ would seem scarcely believable 
that the French Government at Vichy 
should adopt a policy of collaboration 
with other Powers for the purpose of 
——— oppression—in spite of the 
indications appearing in our preliminary 
reports. Such an action would not only 
be yielding priceless rights and 
interests beyond the requirements of a 
harsh armistice, but it would at once 
place France in a substantial political 
and military subservience, and would 
also make her, in part, the instrument 
of aggression against many other 
peoples and nations. 

“This could only be utterly inimical 
to the just rights of other countries, to 
say nothing of its ultimate effects on 
the liberties and true interests and wel- 
fare of the people and France.” 


“ FINAL WARNING ” 


Mr. Hull’s statement is regarded in 
political circles in Washington as a final 
warning to the Vichy Government that 
if it bows to Berlin and follows the 
path indicated by Darlan it will sacrifice 
the friendship of America. 

It will be with the greatest reluctance 
that this country or the United States 
Government makes any move against 
France, because pro-French sentiments 
here are very strong. It appears 
certain, however, that if Vichy insists 
on collaboration with Germany against 
Britain the severance of relations by 
this Government will follow, and France 
will be treated as part 'and parcel of 
Germany.

More than a hundred persons were 
killed and a number of persons injured 
last night in the first serious raid on 
Alexandria. A — from the 
Egyptian Ministry of the Interior states 
the anti-aircraft defences were in 
action.

“High explosive and incendiary 
bombs were dropped on the city. 

“This attack caused numerous 
casualties, more than 100 persons being 
killed and a number injured. It is not 
yet known how many houses were 
destroyed.”’ 

The Egyptian Government has given 
the sum of £3,000 (sterling) for the 
relief of the victims of last night’s air 
raid on Alexandria. 

A telegram from Alexandria gives the 
casualties as 150 killed and more than 
200 injured. The brunt of the attack 
fell upon the thickly-populated Arab 
istrict.

VITAL TO DEFENCE 


President Roosevelt to-day sent a 
message to Congress recommending legis 
lation to authorise the immediate 
construction of the St. Lawrence sea- 
way power project. “The enemies of 
democracy are developing every 
hydro-electric resource and every 
waterway from Norway to the Dar- 
danelles,”’ he stated. “Are we to allow 
this Continent to be outmatched be- 
cause shortsighted interests oppose the 
development of one of our greatest 
resources? Production and more pro- 
duction is the keynote of our race for 
national defence. Electric power and 
transportation are limiting factors in 
the production of ’planes, guns, tanks 
and ships.” 

The py provides for the con- 
struction of dams and power works on 
the international rapids section of the 
river, and also for the eventual cams- 
pletion of>easential.links for the deep 
water connection between the Great 
Lakes and the Atlantic at a total 
cost of about $540,000,000 (about 
£135,000.000). 


**MAKES ONE SICK”

FRENCH POLICY ON COLONIES 


WHY GERMANS ARE 
GOING TO SYRIA 


MAY AID FRANCE TO 
FIGHT DE GAULLE 


O BSERVERS on the French frontier express the view that, 

should Britain ahd France clash over events in Syria, 
where German infiltration continues, the Germans will not only 
allow Admiral Darlan to use the forces at his disposal against 


France’s former ally, but will themselves intervene un 


the 


pretext of assisting France to preserve the unity of her Empire. 


These observers say that Vichy, completely under German 
influence, is speeding up preparations for a reconquest of the 
French Colonies now adhering to General de Gaulle, and for the

TURKEY PREPARES 


A broadcast from Ankara says that, 
in addition to the German infantry 
forces reported to have been landed at 
the northern port of Latakia last week, 
an aviation engineering corps has been 
disembarked, with ‘various airfield 
equipment, including A.-A. guns and 
reps ” units. 

A report from the Jerusalem cor- 
respondent of the Independent French 
Agency, says that the Commander-in- 
Chief of the gendarmerie of Lebanon— 
one of the four States into which Syria 
is divided—has joined the Free French 
forces in Palestine.

THE BEIRUT RAID 


It was stated in London yesterday 
that the dropping of bombs by the 
R.A.F. on an oil dump at Beirut, 
capital of Lebanon, and headquarters 
of the French Mandate Administration, 
was to be regarded as a natural 
development of the policy stated by 
Mr. Eden in Parliament, when he 
said that Britain held herself at 
liberty to take measures on Syrian air-

BERLIN SAYS: 
“ PROPAGANDA” 


Significant emphasis is being laid by 
the German News Agency on what it 
describes as “ British propaganda 
reports regarding an alleged invasion 
of Syria by German tourists of sus- 
piciously Aryan appearance, but pos- 
sessing Jewish passports.”’ 

The reports, says the Press Associa- 
tion, are, of course, rejected by the 
Germans as ‘‘an eternally recurring 
propaganda statement, and a ridiculous 
prop of the British propaganda stage,” 

ut the Agency adds, pointedly, that 
“it must assumed in Berlin that 
the British reports represent excuses 
for certain acts contemplated by 
London.”’ 

The Germans have asked the French 
authorities in Syria for information 
concerning landing facilfties at certain 
points along the coast, according to tha 
Jerusalem correspondent of the 
Independent News Agency. The 


French 


authorities, it says, have 
already begun work on the repairs and 
extensions to military aerodromes 
throughout Syria and Lebanon recom- 
mended by German experts. 

The aerodromes at Aleppo and Pal- 
meria, im Syria, are now controlled by 
Germans, according to travellers reach- 
ing Ankara, says the Press Associa- 
tion. All direction signs have been 
posted in French and German. 


AUSTRALIAN WAR 
COUNCIL DECISION 


Mr. Menzies, the Australian Prime 
Minister, stated last night that the 
Commonwealth War Council had a long 
discussion on the Middle East situa- 
tion at its meeting in Melbourne yes- 
terday, and approved the Government’s 
view, as stated in recent communica- 
tions to the British Government and 
to Lieutenant-General Sir Thomas 
Blamey, commanding the Australian 
Imperial Force. All parties were agreed 
on the future action to be taken, Mr. 
Menzies added. 

The attitede of Turkey to a possible 
outbreak of hostilities in Syria is the 
maim preoccupation of German diplo- 
mats im Ankara, says the Press Asso- 
ciation. According to some circles, 
Herr von Papen, the German Ambas- 
sador, has already asked the Turks 
to make a declaration of neutrality

- The House had under discussion at 
the time Deputy Morrissey’s motion, 
that the Trades Union Bill, 1941, be 
refused a second reading until the 
Vocational Organisation Commission 
had presented its report. 

Mr. KEYES (Lab., Limerick) asked 
what was going to happen the Railway 
Wages Board under this bill. Ap- 
parently it would be no longer entitled 
to continue, and would become an 
illegal body if the bill were passed. 

Mr. ERSKINE CHILDERS said that 
owing to internal difficulties, legislation 
governing trade unions, industrial 
negotiations, the withdrawal of labour, 
and collective agreements had long 
been delayed in [reland, but were in 
operation in most orderly, successful 
democracies. ‘The trade union move- 
ment, so necessary to the workers, 
inevitably suffered from _ reactions 
which only the State could cure. The 
problem of trade union chaos had been 
solved in three ways: by the creation 
of corporate states cn a dictatorial 


. basis, by the creation of the moderate 


type of corporation, as in Portugal; 
and by legislation governing trade 
unions limiting their number. Twelve 
countries other than the Totalitarian 
States had passed legislation of the 
type envisaged in the last five 
years, according to the International 
Labour Office. Huge external sav- 
ings, non-competitive exports, and 
stable currency had made the neces- 
sity of avoiding economic waste, 
not so immediate. In the future the 
reward of employers and workers would 
almost certainly have to be settled 
with the utmost minute precision. 


SACRIFICES NEEDED 


The Opposition argued that the 
Trade Union movement needed re- 
organisation, but that the time was 


not ripe. In fact, the condition would 
steadily grow worse for making 
changes, because as the war pro- 


gressed economic conditions would be- 
come more and more unstable. Poat- 
poning action was not courageous. De- 
mocracy was dying and only self-dis- 
cipline could save it. The country 
faced the necessity for an ever-grow- 
ing volume of economic control. If 
any liberty was to be preserved the 
community would have to make sacri- 
fices, otherwise the old world paradise of 
laissez faire would be swept away. 
Mr. R. MULCAHY (F.G., Dublin) 
said that the evidence given before 
the Vocational Organisation Com- 
mission had been’ ignored in the pre- 
sentation of the bill. , Definite infor- 
mation had been gathered for public 
purposes and at public expense, and 
it was a matter for indignation that 
it was withheld from the House. 


STRIKE WEAPON 


Professor J. M. O’SULLIVAN 
(F.G., Kerry) said that the Govern- 
ment were introducing aibill that 
might cut the ground under the Voca- 
tional Organisation Commission.

CYPRUS AND SYRIA 


We mav, however, look for imme- 
diate building-up in Rhodes of an 
expeditionary force for Cyprus and 
Syria, and the same general invasion 
method will, presumably, be followed— 
t.¢., almost entirely air-borne. Rhodes 
is about 250 miles from Cyprus, so 
that the distance factor is in favour 
of the Allies, who, in Northern Pale- 
tine, are only about half as far away.

For all these reasons it seems not im- 
probable that General Wavell dis- 
poses of at least enough armoured 
material for effective counter-action at 
all” events. Of purely defensive 
stuff—1.e., artillery, wire, etc., he 
almost certainly a very con- 
siderable preponderance. And there 
must never be lost sight of the Fleet— 
still usefully based on Tobrux, Alex- 
andria and j-aifa. 


DEFENCE OF EGYPT 


Concerning the more immediate 
defence of Egypt. there has been a 
new move, ‘he establishment of ‘‘ the 
Western defence zone of Cairo.” We 
are informed that this “extends west- 
wards from the left bank of the 
Nile” This is an Egyptian precau- 
tion at the moment, but it raises the 
broader strategic aspect as well. One 
thing that has characterised German 
offensive moves in this war has been 
insistence on the decisive direction 
regardiess of terrain difficulties. For 
overcoming these last they have relied 
on expert use of aircraft and 
motorised units. Now, . Cairo—or, 
more correctly, the head of the Nile 
Delta nearby—is the decisive point in 
Egypt. It was there that Bonaparte 
struck from the West; and again it 
was there that Wolseley struck from 
the East—sea power enabling him. 
There also the ‘lurks would have 
aimed in 1915 had they forced the 
canal crossing. And the point is cer- 
tainly no less important to-day from 
the standpoint of an attack from the 
West by the Axis Powers, adopting 
the Jarabub-Siwa oasis line of ad- 
vance in the hope of turning the 
Delta. 


FEW BRIDGES 


Tt is worth bearing in mind that 
Cairo is the only place where a road 
bridge crosses the Nile. There are 
two such, plus the railway bridge at 
Embaba near the Pyramids battle 
field. Above that there is just one 
other bridge-railway, also—some 2300 
air miles up-stream at Rag Hamadi. 
Passages could also be organised 
across the barrage at Assiut or the 
dam. at Assnan. Apart from this 
very limited choice of rmanent 
structures it is a cuestion of bridging 
anything from half a mile to a mile 
of river, the banks of which are none 
too suitable in character. Evidently

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LETTER TO THE EDITOR - 


“ AN UNFORTUNATE 


It is untrue to represent that the 
Book of Common Prayer ‘‘ makes no 
rovision for actual conditions in 
ire,” or that prayers are not offered 
for the President of Eire, or “ for 
Divine guidance for those who have 
been entrusted with the Government 


of the State in which the General 


Synod holds its meetings. 

On every Sunday and on many week 
days the Church prays, in the Litany. 
“That it may please Thee to protect 


and guide Thy servants the Chief 


Governors in Ireland, and all who are 


set in authority under them.” There 
are two “Chief Covernors’’ in Ireland, 


Dr. Douglas Hyde, an-tUachtaran na 
hEireann in Eire. and the Duke of 
Abercorn, the GovernorGenera] of 
Northern Ireland, and the Church of 
Ireland prays for both. What other 
term than ‘‘Chief Governor’’ could be 
used ior “Uchtaran.”” At Morning and 
Evening Prayer we pray for “the 


Chief Governors in Ireland and those 


who bear rule under them,” and ‘‘for 
the Parliaments in Ireland at this time 
assembled and all who are set in 
authority,” and, in the same prayer, 
but only when used in Northern Ire- 
land, for ‘‘the High Court of Parlia- 
ment." because it has authority in 
Northern Irelard, which sends its re- 
presentatives to Westminster. 

I did not vote on Mr. Leonard's 
resolution, as I was acting as Assessor 
ior the Lord Primate, but I counted 
the votes on two occasions when there 
was a show of hands, and I happered 
to he in a position to notice the 
members who went into the '“Ne ” 
lobby, and many members on one side 
or the other spoke to me on the sub- 
ject of the resolution both before it 
was introduced and after it had been 
rejected. I am absolutely convinced 
that the governing motive of those 
who voted against 1t was a determina. 
tion to uphold the principle that the 
(General Synod should net assign away 
iis rights to pass judgment upon any 
proposed modification or alteration in 
the formularies of the Church, and 
should not confer upon a single 


chamber an unrestricted heence 


to exercise a power which the 


Constitution had _ entrusted to 


the whole body, under very special 
safeguards. Ik know also that some 


of those who supported the resolution 
did so with great reluctance, and only 


because they feared its rejection 
would be made the basis of the verv 
misrepresentations which the rí) 
Times has made against its opponents. 

As for the assertion of the Dean of 
Christ Church that there was no in- 
tention to remove anything from the 
Prayer Book. it may be literally true 
that everything now printed in the 
Book would remain there, but it would 
be impossible to make th. Offices and 
Forms of Prayer conformable to “ the 
new constitutional position in the 


twenty-six counties” withont remov- 


ing many prayers and suffrages from 


them, and many expressions and 
matters which Mr. Leonard euphemis- 
tically described as ' not quite appro- 
priate here,” and the bill expressly 
empowered the Bishops to sanction 


‘omissions’ which it would not have 


done unless it contemplated them. By 


authorising the Bishops to provide 
“an alternative form of prayer” for 


“any prayer which has ceased to be 


appropriate for use in all Churches” 
the bill impliedly empowered the 
Bishops to order the omission of the 
latter prayers.
